XLIXTH CONGRESS. 


IN the Senate on the 18th Senator Hawley 
presided in the absence of Mr. Sherman. 
Mr. Ingalls offered a resolution for the sus- 
pension of silver coinage. Mr. Voorhees 
gave notice that he would not deliver his 
eulogy on the late V ce- President Hendricks 
until the 19th. A resolution was adopted 
calling for information concerning trans- 

ortation of fast mail in the 

Vest. The bill admitting Dakota 
was called "P but went over until 
next week. A Dill authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to furnish certificates of dis- 
charge tocertain members of Missouri Home 
Guards was passed. After some minor busi- 
ness Beck’s silver resolution was called up 
and Mr. Coke made a speech......In the 
House Mr. Curtin declined to serve on the 
Banking and Currency Committee. The 
Presidential succession bill was called up, 
but as the minority report bad not been 
printed debate was postponed and the House 
adjourned. 


In the Senate on the l4th Mr. Beck stated 
he had received several petitions to be pre- 
sented (which he had returned to the send- 
ers), urging suspension of silver coinage. 
Mr. Morrill’s resolution asking for informa- 
tion as to whether any revenue collectors 
not confirmed were receiving the emolu- 
meuts of oftice was amended so as to make 
it apply to back years. A free coinage me- 
morial from Colorado was presented Beck’s 
silver resolution was then called up 
und debated, after which the judiciary 
salary bill was laid before the Senate. 
An amendment providing that it shall 
not apply to persons in office was adopted. 
Adjourned to Monday...... In the House 
two private bills were reported, after 
which a bill amefding section 1090 of the 
Kevised Statutes was called up, and Mr. 
Hammond explained the necessity for the 
amendment. The Hoar Presidential suc- 
cession bill was called up, andthe debate 
lasted until the close of the session. 


THE Senate was not in session on the 15t h, 
oixeue Inthe House Mr. Bland introduced a 
bill repealing the law of June 9, 1879, provid- 
ing for exchange and redemption of sub- 
sidiary coin. The House refused to allow 
discharged employes one month’s salary. 
Consideration of the presidential successton 
bill was resumed. Several amendments were 
rejected, and the bill passed. Adjourned 
until the 18th. 


In the Senate on the 18th, after the pre- 
sentation of several unimportant petitions, 
Mr. Cullom reported a bill regulating inter- 
State commerce. Aresolution asking for in- 
formation as to what portion of the $10,000,000 
bonds called for payment February Ist, 1886, 
is held by banks as basis of circulation pro- 
voked some debate, as did a resolution 
on the fisheries question. A memorial 
for the admission of Dakota was presented. 
The judicial salary bill was passed und the 
Presidential count bill was placed before the 
Senate......In the House Mr. Springer (of 
Illinois) presided. Under the call of States 
rang A bills were introduced, among them 
one by Mr. Glover (of Missouri) to provide

ON TO THEIR RACKET. 


A Brace of Robbers Who Thought They 
Hada Soft Snap Foiled bya Young and 
Plucky Telegraph Operator Who was “On 
to Their Little Racket.” 

PLYMOUTH, Mass., January 18.—Last 
Saturday Baggagemaster John P. Ken- 
nedy drew a large sum of money from the 
bank and temporarily deposited it in the 
safe of Herbert Bates, station agent of 
the Old Colcny Railroad and also local 
manager of the Western Telegraph Com- 
pany. Only one man was in the station 
at the time and he seemed to be buried 
in a newspaper. Saturday night Bates 
was absent, leaving Benjamin B. 
Hatch, a young operator in charge. 
At 10:30 p.m.a man called at several 
places in an effort to find Hatch,. for the 
alleged purpose of getting a message 
sent, Hatch was finally found and went 
to the depot, where he found two men 
waiting for him. He unlocked the door 
and went in, followed by the two men, 
He lighted a lamp in his telegraph office, 
and then turned to the visitors only to 
face a cocked revolver and to hear the re- 
mark: 

‘sHands up! It’s no use, pass over the 
money.’’ 

For an instant Hatch was nonplussed. 
Then he quickly whipped out a revolver, 
thrust it into the robber’s face and reso- 
lutely said: 

“I’m on to your little racket.” 

The robbey dropped his revolver and 
hurriedly backed out of the office. His 
companion had remained in the waiting- 
room near the stove. Covering the pair 
with his revolver, Hatch proceeded to the 
depot door, cut off their exit and de- 
manded to know what they wanted. The 
spokesman said he wanted to telegraph. 

‘All right,”’ said Hatch, ‘‘sit down on 
that chair and write your message.”’ 

“JT don’t want to telegraph,’ replied 
the rascal, and seizing the opportunity as 
Hatch moved away from the door he 
threw it open and dashed out, followed 
by his companion, Hatch ran to the 
door and fired after them as they disap- 
peared in the darkness. 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


A Sudden Scattering of the Tow-Boat 
Modoc at Pittsburgh, Pa., by the Burst- 
ing of Her Boller--Joseph Davery, the 
Pilot, Missing, and the Rest of the Crew 
Injured. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., January 18.—At 
about a quarter to eight this morning the 
tow-boat Modoc left her wharf in the 
Allegheny River, at the foot of Sixteenth 
street, having an empty coal barge in 
tow. She had proceeded but a short <dis- 
tance when a sharp detonation was heard 
and the air in the vicinity was filled with 
clouds of steam and flying debris. Wen 
this had cleared away nothing could be 
seen of the Modoc except her wheel, 
whioh had been blown into shallow 
water. Large sections of the Modoc's 
mud-drum were strewn on the beach. 

A number of skiffs put out to the scene 
and succeeded in rescuing all of the crew 
from the icy river except the pilot, Jo- 
seph Davery, who is still missing, and 
thought to be on the wreck. Captain 
James Evans had sustained severe in- 
juries about the head. Jack Evans, & son 
of the Captain, and engineer of the boat, 
was badly bruised, burned and cut, as 
was also Kinzey McCormick, & deck- 
hand. A fireman named Higgins was ter- 
ribly ipjured in the back, and will prob- 











ably die. 
The v aside from their injuries, 
suffered greatly from exposure, and were 


almost frozen before they reached the 
shore. All were promptly removed to the 
residence of Captain Evans, and every- 
th possible done for their comfort. 
The boat was a complete wreck. It was 
valued at about $5,000, on which there is 
no insurance.

HERE'S ANOTHER. 


A New York Stenographer Comes to the 
Front With a Machine That is to Revolu- 
tionize the Work of Newspaper and Book- 
Making -- It Sounds Easy, But Will it 
Work? 

New YorK, January 19.—A novel ma- 
chine, which is intended not only to set 
type automatically, but to currect all er- 
rors before the type is set, has been in- * 
vented by a stenographer of this city, 
and patents have been issued to cover 
all its vital principles. The machines 
hitherto made to set type have all had a 
key board before which the operator sat, 
and by touching the keys caused the type 
to drop as wanted from reservoirs 
through guiding tubes into the stick 
or galley made to hold them, thus set- 
ting the matter in one continu- 
ous line, which an assistant broke up 
into short lines to fit the newspaper col- 
umn or book page, as desired. In the 
stenographer’s machine the operator pre- 
pares a tape which is run through a ma- 
chine which sets the type. In preparing 
the tape the operator sets at a key board, 
which can be arranged like the key board 
of either of the common type writers. 
When a key representing a letter is 
touched the act punches three holes ina 
line across the tape. The three holes 
are always in a line with each other, but 





they are in different places 
on the line, according to _ the 
letter to be _ represented. Every 


time a letter is punched the tape is moved 
along a certain distance before another 
letter is punched. This distance depends 
upon the width ofthe letter. As the tape 
runs out of the punching machine, an as- 
sistant measures it off with a rule, which 
{s divided up in sections which represent 
every character. If a word is to be divid- 
ed a line of holes representing the hyphen 
is punched in between the syllables, and 
then holes representing the spaces are 
changed until the rule shows that the 
line is exactly spaced out. Each type 
character has a reservoir, and_ the reser- 
voirs are placed side by side. A series, 
of pointers are arranged to simultaneous- 
ly fly at the bottom tape in each reser- 
voir, but a series of ten narrow, thin 
steel plates intervene between the 
points and the type. These plates have 
rows of little holes in them, and under 
certain circumstances the holes get into 
such a position that one of the pointers 
passes through the plates and knocks a 
type out of its reservoir. The type slides 
down a chute and lands in the “stick” 
that is ready to receive it. When the tape 
passes on the plates and pointers return 
until another row of holes in the tape is 
reached, and then the action is repeated. 
As the matter to be set is corrected and 
spaced in the tape, the type as set need only 
to be lifted into the column or page. The 
speed of the machine is limited only 
by the rate at which the type can drop 
into place. Correction can be made ina 
tape by a skilled operator more rapidly 
than they could be made in type by a 
compositor, and the operation of punch- 
ing the tape can, of conrse, be 
done more rapidly than type can be 
set. Mr. J. E. Munson, the inventor of 
the machine, has also devised an at- 
tachment through which the tape can 
be run, and by an electric current can 
reproduce itself at the other end of 
the wire. dn this way a newspaper coyld 
be produced simultaneously in any num- 
ber of towns.

Montana Comesto the Front Witha De- 
mand for Admission Into the Sisterhood 
of States--An Offset to the Proposed Ad- 
mission of Dakota. 

MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., January 19.— 

Hon. W. T. Sanders, of Helena, Mon- 
tana, who is in the city, was interviewed 
last evening, and said the residents of 
Montana are quite enthusiastic over the 
prospects for its admission as a State. 
“We hope,’? he continued, ‘‘to step 
into the Union with Dakota. It is 
generally regarded as a Democratic 
Territory, the Democratic majority 
ranging from 6,000 to 10,000, and on 
that score we believe we will be admitted 
as an offset to Republican Dakota. A 
large majority of the people of the Terri- 
tory are in favor of admission.”’., 
Mr. Saunders says a constitutional con- 
vention was held two years ago, which 
framed a constitution and appointed a 
committee to go to Washington and sub- 
mit the results of the convention. ‘For 
some reasons the committee never vis- 
ited Washington, as instructed, but they 
are becoming interested in the movement 
now, when it is seen that there is a good 
prospect of having the Territory admit- 
ted, and will hold a meeting early in Feb- 
ruary and go to Washington at once. 
While there the constitution will be sub- 
mitted and energetic measures taken to 
have the Territory admitted. Governor 
Hauser is interesting himself in the 
Statehood question, and is no doubt do- 
ing good work at Washington in that re- 
spect. We havea sufficient population 
to entitle us to admission, and there is 
every reason to suppose our efforts will 
not be in vain.”’

INHUMAN TREATMENT. 


Shocking Barbarity Practiced Upon Ken- 
tacky Convicts at the Mining Camp Near 
Jellico--Ante-Bellum Slavery Elysium in 
Comparjson--A Serious Subject for Legis- 
lation. 

LOuIsvILLE, Ky., January 17.—Man’s 
inhumani y.to man was graphically illus 
trated by of suffering and misery 
which comes from the convict camp near 
Jellico on the line between Kentucky and 
Tennessee. The region is one of the 
wildest and most sparsely settled in the 
State, and it is rarely visited or heard 
from by the outside world. It is rich in 
coal fields, and the mines are operated by 
convicts from the Kentucky prison. 

Thomas Whallen, a prisoner pardoned 
by the Governor and sent home to die, ar- 
rived in this city yesterday, po gives his 
awful experience. 

He was sentenced about fiye months 
ago to serve three years for killing a ne- 
geo in self-defense. He was one of a 
gang sent to the mine on the seventh of 
this month. They arrived at Jellico late 
at night, during a heavy storm. The men 
were chained together, and marched to 
the mine on foot, nearly nine miles. Ar- 
rived at the camp, they were huddled to- 
gether in a log hut reeking with foul 
odors, the roof of which was filled with 
holes, which served the double purpose 
of letting outgome of the smell and let- 
ting in the rain. 

At three o’clock the next morning the 
poor devils were roused out and chained 
together again. After a breakfast of raw 
pork, rice, coffee and aslice of bread they 
were marched to the mines and set to 
work with the warning that tf a certain 
task was not completed a whipping would 
be the reward. The tunnel in which the 
men were is but four feet high and thep 
were forced to dig in a — position. 
The suffering of the men during the 
late cold spell was indescribable. Penned 
up at night ina hut through which the 
wind passed almost as if there was no 
impediment; without fire, many of them 
were nearly frozen to death. Whallen 
says when he left the awful place, many 
of the men were down with sickness, 
while others who had their limbs frozen 
so they could hardly move, were com- 
pelled to work. Thea are 165 men atthe 
mines.

WHY IT IS SO. 


The Failure of Prohibition in Iowa and the 
Causes That Have Ied to It--Impeach- 
ment Proceeding On the Tapis--A Scath- 
ing Report. 

MuscCaTINE, Ia., January 17.—A com- 

mittee consisting of ex-State Senator 
Pling Nichols, Benjamin Hersey and John 
Mahon were appointed by the County 
Temperance Alliance yesterday to pre- 
sent a report to the Legislature for the 
impeachment of Judge Walter J. Hayes, 
of the Seventh Iowa Judicial District. 
_ The report charges Judge Hayes with 
wilfully, deliberately and persistently de- 
feating the law by imposing merely 
nominal fines, and decreasing the amount 
on subsequent offenses, instead of in- 
creasing them as the law requires. It 
charges collusion with District Attorney 
Gannon, in requiring convicted saloon- 
keepers to plead not guilty instead of 
guilty so that the attorney could get 
double fees, and gives instances of 
men fined larger amounts when they plead 
guilty than when they plead not guilty, It 
charges the Judge with shamefully refus- 
ing to apply the law as changed by the 
last Legislature requiring him to abate 
nuisances, the word ‘shall’? having been 
substituted for ‘‘may’’ of section 1548 of 
the code. 

The report concludes as follows: ‘He 
gives all possible aid and eficouragement 
to the liquor traffic by his charges, opin- 
ions, decisions, letters, circulars and in- 
terviews with the public press. In com- 
mitting the above grave offense against 
justice and propriety he has repeatedly 
and in many ways been guilty of gross 
and glaring malfeasance in office. Your 
committee are confident that they have 
in their hands, or at their disposal for the 
use of the Legislature, ample proof of 
every one of these statements.”

The Deliberate Suicide of Oscar Koeger, a

WAGNER AS A BOY. 


The Earliest Works of the Author and 
Composer of “Lohengrin.” 

Wilheim Richard Wagner was born 
at Leipzig, March 22, 1813. When he 
was nine, he went to school, where he 
was the despair of the teacher who in- 
structed him in music; he paid no at- 
tention to his practicing, but seized ev- 
ery opportunity of repeating the melo- 
dies that he heard, especially those of 
“Der Freischutz,”> which had already 
kindled his powerful imagination. An 
cient history, mythology, Greek and 
Latin were his favorite studies, but his 
heart was really in none of these, for 
he had a secret aim which absorbed all 
his thoughts and feelings—he was a 
poet! In his eleventh year, he won a 
prize for the best poem on a dead 
school-mate, and soon after this he 
translated the first twelve books of the 
Odyssey. He taught himself English, 
and immediately Tansee so absorbed 
in Shakespeare that he decided to write 
a tragedy. For two long years he 
toiled, and during this period he con- 
trived to kill off forty-two people in his 
drama. He was forced to relent, how- 
ever, and to recall them as ghosts in 
the last act in order to have performers 
Meantime he 
had left Dresden, where he had been 
living, and entered a school at Leipzig, 
brt he had so neglected his studies for 
musical composition that he was put 
back a class; this so discouraged him 
that he gave himself entirely to his 
tragedy. When he had nearly finished 
it, he first heard Beethoven’s music. 
This had so strong an-influence over 
him that he determined to set his 
tragedy to music, and purchased a 
book on thorough-bass to prepare kim- 
self for his task. So fascinated did he 
become with the study that he deter- 
mined to be a poet no longer, but that 





; music should have the devotion of his

4 Western Plant Which Supersedes Bark 
asa Tanning Agent. 

The discovery of a safe and efficient 
tanning agent to take the place satis- 
factorily of the costly hemlock bark has 
long been a desideratum, notwithstand- 
ing the various substitutes which have 
been brought forward. Recently con- 
siderable has been said of the discovery 
made some time since by an Arizona 
tanner of a plant which carries a large 
proportion of tannin, and which, when 
used in the manufacture of Rather, is 
found to give extra weignt to the article 
produced. This plant is of annual 

owth, indigenous to the deserts and 

uplands, and is known as gonagra. 
It has a root somewhat longer and more 
scraggy than the cultivated beet, though 
resembling it in appearance, and practi- 
cal use has demonstrated its tannin 
properties to pe about three times as 
eat as the ordinary oak bark, and that 
in all essentials it is superior to such 
bark in the manufacture of leather. It 
has now been in use for this purpose a 
considerable time, proving bepond @ ues- 
tion its superior adaptedness, while in 
respect to cost, as compared with bark, 
it has immense advantage over the lat- 
ter.—N. Y. Sun.
